‘Washington urged that more con- 


sideration be given to informing: 
the people back home of the suffer- 
ing, the sacrifices, and the suc- 


' cesses of the boys on the battle- 


fronts in order that the home front 
might realize what they were going 
through and be inspired to support 
them more unitedly and whole- 
heartedly, 

Elmer Davis, Director of the Of- 
fice of War Information, has indi- 
tated complete sympathy with this 
viewpoint and has cooperated in 
bringing forctbly to the attention 
of the armed forces the unfortun- 
ate effect of a hush-hush policy on 
developments on the various bat- 
tlefronts, 

Whether or not this stemme:l 
from a desire to keep the people 
at home from realizing what Amer- 
jean boys were going through, the 
inevitable effect upon the country 
was to leave the impression that 
the situation was not particularly 
serlous and that the boys. were not 
having too tough a time, 

The result has been the unfor- 
tunate letdown In civilian morale 
that has been manifested In a va- 
riety of most regrettable ways in 
some other purty of the country, 

Since the veturn of the Senators 
&® more Hbetal polifey has beon 
gradually instituted with more fac- 
tual stories ag to events In the 
various theatres of war and release 
of realistic pictures of what goes 
on in these tragic contests, 

The story of Munda has, hows 
ever, never been told before. A 
short statement was released two 
months ago stating that the 43rd 
Division .participated (in this as- 
sault but giving no further details, 


Now what purports to be A 
nore coniplete story of some 
nine pages of foolseap is being 
relensed to all papers on Fri- 
vy of this week. 


"The story fails still, however, to 
give any adequate pleture of what 
these boys passed through and It 
ig also a poor piece of reporting 
in that there fs not the mention 
of a single individual by name,

You may 
have to follow up by some rubbing 
with silver polish. Tarnished cop- 
per can be cleaned by washing with 
ordinary vinegar (hot is better than 
cold) in which salt has been dis- 
solved; use as much salt as will be 
absorbed, Follow by rinsing thor- 
oughly with clear water; do not 
leave any traces of the solution on 
the metal. Wipe the copper dry, If 
necessary, follow by rubbing with 
metal polish. ,

Paper Over Insulation 

Question: We wish to paper the 
walls of our seven-room house, The 
walls are finished with insulating 
board, Should we first apply glue 
sizing? 

Answer: Not only will the wall- 
board have to be sized, but the joints 
will have to be filled and a layer of 
lightweight dry felt applied over 
the surface before wallpapering. Be- 
cause of space limitations, I cannot 
give you a complete description of 
this process. Most manufacturers of 
insulating boards, however, publish 
leaflets giving complete instructions 
on the right method; which they 
will send to you or your local dealer |
